Birds Arc Heavier. 


While the evidence drawn from 


these returns from crop reporters 
points rather definitely to a very 
material reduction 
In 
numbers, 


general trade Information Is to 
the effect that the birds being 
marketed this year are consider- 
ably heavier than those reaching 
market at this time last year 
when the drought compelled the 
marketing of many birds at ear- 
lier ages and at lighter weights 
than is customary. If this tend- 
ency to production of heavier 
birds should characterize the en- 
tire marketings, as Is to be ex- 
pected In view of the more abun- 
dant feed supply and the present 
relatively higher prices for tur- 
keys than for poultry feed, the 
decrease In the 'total tonnage of 
turkeys marketed may not be 
nearly so great as the decrease In 
numbers. This fact is Important 
in considering the relation of sup- 
ply and demand in the case of 
hotels and restaurants, where the 
demand expresses Itself in pounds 
rather than in numbers of tur- 
keys. It Is not so important in 
connection with the demand for 
household use, where the unit Is 
the number of 
turkeys 
rather 


than the number of pounds. On 
the other hand, If the proportion 
of heavy birds marketed this year 
Is unusually large, it is to be ex- 
pected that smaller birds suitable 
for household use will command 
a premium in the price per pound 
over that paid for heavier birds. 


While turkeys are 
commonly 


considered as a luxury, the pre- 
vailing shortage and high prices 
of meats generally should be ef- 
fective In strengthening the de- 
mand for turkeys this year. 


Farm prices of turkeys on Sep- 


tember 15 this year average 14.4 
cents per pound, compared with 
11.8 cents last year and 10.7 cents 
on September 15, 1933. The in- 
crease in price of turkeys is 2.6 
cents per pound compared with 
an increase of 2.7 cents per pound 
in the farm price of chickens. 
The price of poultry feed 
de- 


creased from 149.7 cents per hun- 
dred pounds on September 15 last 
year to 137.9 cents on that date 
this year.

MOWING OF WEEDS 


IS IMPORTANT AIO 
TO GOOD PASTURES 


COLLEGE STATION, Oct. 24.— 


(Spl.)—Pastures are an asset to 
any farm in Texas and the most 
important step in making these 
pastures productive is to mow 
the weeds, according to ' R. R. 
Lancaster, extension pasture spec- 
ialist, 


"Pastures should be mowed at 


least once a year," he said, "but 
to really get rid of all the weeds 
a pasture needs mowing at least 
twice a year over a period of a 
couple of years. The reason for 
mowing weeds is to allow the nec- 
essary sunlight and moisture to 
get to the grasses." 


The extension pasture special- 


ist was emphatic in 
explaining 


that grass Is the cheapest, best 
and most convenient feed a farm- 
er can raise. He pointed out that 
keeping a pasture In good condi- 
tion will pay back dividends each 
year. 


"Upland pastures 
that 
water 


will run off of, that are thinly 
sodded," he said, "should be ter- 
raced with a couple of, plow fur- 
rows before seeding. It this is 
done while the ground' is moist, 
the grasses will likely continue 
to grow on these furrows." 


Lancaster said that the import- 


ance of dividing a large pasture 
into smaller divisions and rotat- 
ing the livestock from one divi- 
sion to the other has been proven 
worthwhile many times. He ex- 
plained .that this method will en- 
able a pasture to carry more 
stock than if the large pasture 
was grazed as one division. Live- 
stock 
will, pick out7 the 
most 


choice grasses In a large pasture 
and leave the other glasses, thus 
retarding the growth of-the best 
grasses. 
• 
. . 


"Grass must not be grazed too 


close without a rest period," Lan- 
caster stated, "or the growth of 
the grass will be unduly stunted. 
Regrowth will take place on heav- 
ily grazed pastures if a rest pe- 
riod is observed." 


He concluded by again saying 


that once Texas farmers find out 
the real cash value pastures have, 
they will eventually all have one 
or two pastures on their farms.

trayed. This particular novel Is 
but one of many reminders that 
for scenes of supreme romance 
and drama, one has to know the 
Bible.. 
, 
' 
When some of us were children 


In Sunday 
school, 
Belshazzar's 


identity had not 
been 
corrobo- 


rated by secular history. Skeptics 
freely said that he was a fiction- 
al character, in a book of fiction, 
written late In the Maccabean pe- 
riod of the Jews' history. 
Since 
those days, archaeology has been 
busy digging up and deciphering 
contemporary cuneiform records; 
and Daniel has had overwhelm- 
ing1 confirmation. Moreover, pierc- 
ing to. the heart of scholastic crit- 
icism of the Book of Daniel, it 
has been shown that the name 
Belshazzar never appears in the 
sources of history accessible to 
scribes of the Maccabean era. 


Now we know a 
great 
deal 


about Belshazzar, last 
of 
the 


kings'of Babylon, whose city was 
captured by the Medes and Per- 
slans In 538 B. C., on the night of 
the great feast, described In the 
Book of Daniel. In deed, Professor 
Raymond 
Philip Dougherty, of 
Tale, concluded 
an 
exhaustive 


study of the subject with these 
impressive words: "Of all the non- 
Babylonlan records dealing with 
the situation at the close of the 
Xeo-Babylontan empire, the fifth 


. chapter of Daniel remains next 


to cuneiform literature in accur- 
acy/

A Visit To Babylon. 
Belshauar was the son of Na- 


bonidus 
and 
grandson 
of 
the 


great' Nebuchadrezzar, whose pal- 
ace he inherited. Before the war 
—and since, also, for that matter 
—I visited Babylon, where a large 
staff of German 
archaeologists, 


under Dr. Kaldeway, had exca- 
vated the city and especially the 
royal palace. A remarkable re- 
construction of their finds may 
be seen today in the new Orien- 
tal Museum in Berlin, something 
no traveller to

should 


As. throughout two days, 
the 


German archaeologists 
led

over the ruins of Babylon, and 
explained their work.

been enacted. These bricks had 
been pressed by the feet of the 
drunken revellers.

Is it any 
wonder that I returned repeated- 
ly to this significant survival, to 
muse upon the glory and power 
of ancient Babylon, and of the 
overruling authority Whose mora:

We^are told by the Internation- 


al Lesson Committee that this 
tremendous tale of Belshazzar's 
feast should be treated from the 
temperance angle; and there is 
abundant material In it for so 
doing. But primarily, and more 
timely and important, it is a 
story of the judgment of Jeho- 
. vah upon nations. That is the 
truth which our day needs to 
ponder. We are 
seeing 
staged 


abroad sensational repetitions o: 
the Belshazzar mood. Great pow- 
ers ,are flouting Gc;d and justice 
and human rights. The state is 
being exalted above all earthly 
or divine law. Modern 
Belshaz- 
zars strut and boast. 


Can high heaven be uninterest- 


ed? Or are we on the verge of 
great demonstrations of the power 
of the Eternal, who sits above al 
kings and governments? Devoul 
spirits are praying everywhere.'

has dealt with it. His reckoning 
is Inevitable. Unless

such a thing as eternal justice, 
all the faith of myriads of sln- 
:ere Christians is • misplaced. But 
we shall see, or are seeing, that 
he God of Daniel still reigns in 
leaven and in earth. To the de- 
vout mind, history It 
but 
His 
story. 


Countering a curious prevalent 


mood of "Internationalism," which 
would wipe out all national lines 
and identity, we have the plain 
caching of the Bible that God 
reckons with nations as nations. 
The hour's challenge to all of us 
s to think In national terms. We 
are In dire danger today of think- 
ng only as business men or as 
worklngmen, as prosperous or as 
poor. 
This leads 
to 
classlsm, 


vhlch destroys nationalism. 
As 


Theodore Roosevelt once said, a 
country cannot prosper for any 
of us unless it prospers for all 
of us. It takes wisdom and cour- 
age and .unselfishness to enable 
one to be nationally-minded. Yet 
no duty is more imperative in this 
year of our Lord, 1938. 


Daniel's Vindication. 
Because we think -in minutes, 


while God thinks In ages, many 
of us grow discouraged over the 
course of public affairs, at home 
and abroad. As among the Jews 
in Babylon, so today the cry goes 
up, "How long, O 
Lord, 
how 


long?" Things could 
not 
have 


seen, worse for the Jewish cap- 
tives under Belshazzra's arrogant 
sway. 
Daniel, their

Figure, who had once been high 
in royal favor, was in eclipse, and 
perhaps in prison. 


The • heathen 
and

gods 


were on top. The roystering feast 
of , royalty was but symbol of 
the seemingly unbreakable power 
of Babyon. Who could possibly 
challenge such vaunting 
might? 


As Hebrew slaves looked upon 
the strutting princes and officers 
and palace parasites, it 
must 


have seemed to them that all the 
teachings of their prophets were 
a delusion. Tyranny kept unchal- 
lenged company with revelry In 
that sumptuous palace feast. 


Open and definitely, 
Jehovah 


was defied 
and 
mocked.

sacred vessels of the Jerusalem 
Temple were used as wine cups,

Then 
one with a long memory recalled

prophet. 


It was the final touch of im- 


prcssiveness when the gaunt fig- 
ure of the burning-eyed Jew was 
introduced amidst that voluptuous 
scene, to declare, with the un- 
abashed boldness of the man who 
knows that he speaks for God, 
the doom of the king and his 
kingdom. Judgment may be de- 
layed; but it surely falls. That 
very night the Persian hosts took 
impregnable Babylon, 
and 
the 


glory that thousands 
of 
syco- 


phants had long been singing de- 
parted in an hour.

REDUCE BANKHEAD

COTTON GINNING TAX if 
STARTING OCTOBER 21 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
A reduction in the Bankhead cot- 
ton ginning tax from 6 to 8.45 
cents per pound of lint cotton,, ef- 
fective as of Oct. 21. was announc- 
ed today by the AAA. 
\ 


The Bankhead law provide* that 
a tax shall be collected on all cot- 
ton ginned in excess of a national 
allotment. 
The AAA said 10.90 
cents per pound had been deter- 
mined as the average price of lint 
cotton "for a representative per- 
iod." 


The Bankhead law provides that 
the tax shall be 50 per cent of 
the average market price of 7-8 
inch middling spot cotton on the 
10 spot markets for a representa- 
tive period. However, the tax may 
not be less than 5 cents per pound. 
At the same time, the AAA 
announced a reduction In the sale 
price of cotton tax exemption cer- 
tificates 
from 5 to 4 cent* a 
pound. 
With this reduction, the 
farm administration said t h • 
special surplus cotton tax exempt- 
ion certificate pool has been clos- 
ed and the regular 1635 national 
pool will be ope.ned soon. 
These pools were set up by the 


AAA to permit a grower who did 
lot produce the full amount of 
lis allotment to sell his tax ex- 
emption certificates for the bal- 
ance.

"I count It a privilege to apeak 


a word of welcome In behalf of 
my native city to the representa- 
tives of this great organization 
•who have fathered here from dif- 
ferent sections of our state for this 
regional conference. 


"Corsleana 
Is an 
appropriate 
place for your meeting. While we 
do not boast of vastness of size 
either In population or of wealth, 
the quality, of our people, when 
measured In terms of real value, 
of culture and of character, will 
compare favorably with that of 
any city In America, fcgardless of 
size. The humanitarian spirit Is 
predominant here, and any organ- 
ization whose purpose Is to help 
humanity will find this a conge- 
nial place In which to hold its de- 
liberations. 
"I congratulate you therefore for 
being in Corslcana .where you 
will find an atmosphere of sym- 
pathy and good will on the part 
of our entire citizenship. 
"You are to be congratulated 
also for the noble purpose which 
brings you here. It Is my under- 
standing that the purpose of this 
meeting Is to stimulate renewed 
Interest In the activities of the 
Red Cross and to present In some 
detail methods of conducting the 
annual Roll Call, held throughout 
the country from Armistice day to 
Thanksgiving, which is the means 
of obtaining funds with which to 
carry on the work of the Red 
Cross. An Unselfish Work. 


"It Is a Inspiration to look into 
the faces of those who are charg- 
ed with the responsibility of car- 
rying on this important 
work— 


those who unselfishly and prompt- 
ed by altruistic motives and a 
love of humanity, labor that the 
Red Cross may live and minister 
to mankind. 
'The Red Cross was first cre- 
ated to mitigate the horrors of 
war by lalleviating the suffering 
of the sick and wounded. In 1859 
Henri Dunant of Geneva, Switzer- 
land, witnessed a battle in Italy 
where thousands of wounded lay 
on the battlefield with no one to 
minister to them, - and he con- 
ceived the idea, of an international | 
organization. After years of agi- 
tation such an organization was 
created and over forty counties 
are now members of the Inter- 
national organization. 
"The American Red Cross was 
formed In 1881 under the leader- 
ship of Clara Barton who was its 
first president. Congress realizing 
its Importance and national ne-1 
cesstty by act of Congress of Jan-1 
5th, 1905, incorporated it under! 
the name "The American National I 
Red Cross," with the president of 
the United States as Its president 
and the War Department as Its 
auditor. It Is one of the few or- 
ganizations which has a national 
character. The American Legion 
la the only other organization that 
I now recall. 
Works In Peace AIM. 
"The American Red Cross has 
never confined its activities .to 
suffering in time of war, but has 
sought to alleviate human suffer- 
ing in peace time as' well. Since 
1919 the Red Cross of most.of the 
other countries of the world have 
begun to exted Its ministrations to 
peace time suffering also. 
"The active executive head of 


your organization, Dr. Cary T. 
Grayson, I have the honor of 
knowing personally. He was the 
personal physician of Woodrow 
Wilson our great war president, he 
is a son of old Virginia, a man 
of wide experience, a humanitarian 
and In my judgment no better 
equipped man could be found in 
the United States for this posi- 
tion. 
"I do not know whether It Is 
because of the excellent officers 
you have had, or whether it is due 
to the careful auditing by the War 
Department, or whether it is the 
holy work in which the Red Cross 
is engaged, but there IB an ab- 
sence of graft and no charges of 
this kind are heard In this day of 
criticism. I do not now recall of 
having heard any adverse criti- 
cism of the Red Cross.

Mrs. Hennessey declared furth- 


er that farming has become the 
most hazardous occupation, be- 
cause of the increased use of ma- 
chinery. Last year, (he went on, 
4,400 fatalities were recorded on 
farms, and only 2,300 fatalities 
in construction work. 
She said 


farm accident! became more sig- 
nificant because of the fact that 
in meet cases farm people are 
so far removed from first aid re- 
lief. 


"While the lost of life Itself can- 


not be measured in dollars and 
cents," the continued, "the eco- 
nomic lose through medical cost 
and wage loss is very dear to 
America, The annual cost of ac- 
cident* averages three and a half 
billion dollars." 


Educational Campaign. 


The new Home and Farm Acci- 


dent Prevention 
program, 
'the 
speaker pointed out, proposes to 
show the people the necessity of 
such a program, and than to car- 
ry on educational campaigns to 
lower the number of accidents. 
She named ten sources of home 
accidents, which Included standing 
on boxes, steps and 
stairways, 


bathtub* and wax floors, fire pre- 
caution, suffocation and aspyhl- 
ation, improper labelling of medi- 
cine bottles, careless disposal of 
nails, 
pins and 
broken glass, 


"unloaded" guns, dry Ice burns, 
and fire hazards resulting from 
the sun shining through glass ob- 
jects. 


Mrs. Hennessey next went Into 


an exposition of the ways sug- 
gested to combat these hazerds. 
She said a "Home and Farm Ac- 
cident 
Prevention" 
committee 


should be appointed, and it will 
be that committee's duty to gath- 
er local statistics and Informa- 
tion to put before the local peo- 
ple. She said between October 28 
and November 1 questionnaires 
will be given to school children 
to fill out. Another phase of the 
work will be an educational cam- 
paign to be carried on prior to 
the Christmas holidays, to pre- 
vent the customary large num- 
ber of Christmas accidents of va- 
rying causes. 


Work Already Started. 
She said many chapters have 


already 
begun this work, and 


much progress Is being made. The 
field representative then enumer- 
ated a number of good sugges- 
tions growing out of the work of 
the chapters already started the 
campaign, and suggested special 
work In the junior Red Cross, In 
the schools, farm boys and girls 
clubs and among the 
farmers 


and their families. 


Turing to the highway first aid 


programs, Mrs. Hennessey said the 
National 
Red Cross is putting 


first aid stations 
at 
strategic 


points on the busier highways, 
and are securing the co-eperation 
of state 
highway 
departments. 


She explained that It Is also plan- 
ned to organize mobile units of 
some kind. 


In closing Mr§. Hennessey said: 


"We ask each of you to get be- 
hind your chapters nad chair- 
men, 
and help make the homes, 


farms and highways safer for all 
of us and our families."

Mr. Kelsker, whose subject waa 
announced as "The Annual Roll 
Call." 


Mr. Kelsker asked In opening, 


"Why 
do we conduct Roll Call?" 


His address answered the ques- 
tions with an answer having three 
phases. 


He said that the first reason 


is let the various chapters know 
what other chapters are doing; 
second, to enable all the chapters 
to know more fully of all 
the 


many activities of the National 
Red Cross, and third, to give out 
information to the public to ac- 
quaint it with the work of the 
organization. 


Work In Texas. 
The speaker named many ac- 


tivities of the Red 
Cross, 
and 
pave numerous intersetlng statis- 
tics upon the work of each In 
Texas. 
Among the 
activities 


named were the disaster relief, 
home service programs, civilian 
home service, first aid programs, 
first aid on highway programs, 
life saving, junior Red Cross, pub- 
lic health nursing, home hygiene 
and care of sick programs 
and 


special programs such as "produc- 
tion" and the Braille work, the 
latter having been very promin- 
ent in Texas during the past year. 


He discussed the national organ- 


isation and laid it U unique, be- 


cause It too, carries on a service 
program. 
Among the other na- 


tional . organization's 
activities 


were the disaster relief, war re- 
lief, war 
service, field 
service, 


though, 
Mr. Kelsker said 
the 


last named service is limited, first 
aid on the highway- 
Discussing the third answer to 


his original question, Mr Kels- 
ker said that no matter how 
much - service a chapter rensfers 
to its community, the public is 
not informed of this work, the 
community will not respond to the 
roll call. He suggested these me- 
diums for: spreading the informa- 
tion: 1, word of mouth; 2, -the 
public press; 3, the radio; 4, out- 
door advertising; 5, motion pic- 
tures, 6, the mails. 


Three Phases. 


The speaker said the Roll Call 


lends Itself In three phases in- 
cluding the plan, which should In- 
clude good districting; well inform- 
ed workers and well planned ac- 
tual solicitation. Speaking of .the 
latter point, Mr. Kelsker said a 
goal to contact every adult in 
the community should be set, and 
those persons should be contacted 
during a specified period. 


In closing Mr Ketsker said he 


hoped that all roll call chairmen 
would feel responsible to see ev- 
ery adult in the community con- 
tacted, and that he hoped this 
year each chapter will try to du- 
plicate its best years work during 
the past five years. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Ksis- 
ker's address, Mr. Mitchell made 
several announcements, and the 
delegates stood up an Introduced 
themselves and gave their posi- 
tion In the Red Cross and the 
city or county from which they 
came. 


At 12.06 the meeting took a 10 
minute recess before the luncheon 
meeting in the Navarro hotel din- 
ing room. Dr. William DeKlelne, 
medical dircetor American Nation- 
al Red- Cross was the principal 
speaker, and .a' program of read- 
ings and musical numbers fitting 
to the occasion was given by Cor- 
sicana talent. 


Afternoon Session. 


At 3 o'clock the sessions were 


resumed on the mezzanine floor 
and roundtable discussions of sev- 
eral problems 
ensued. 
Among 


the topics discussed were the Roll 
Call, Home and Farm Accident 
Prevention and 
Highway 
First 
Aid. 


H; W. Prather, secretary'of the 


Dallas county chapter delivered 
the principal address of the after- 
noon session upon the subject, 
"Disaster Appeals, An Obligation 
of All Chapters." The conference 
adjourned at 8:80 o'clock.

fire broke out. 


Mack was in the tonneau of 


Tlndall's touring car. 


As the .flames spread the dog 
saped from the car and ran in- 
.o the burning building. Tindall 
explained that his brother fre- 
quently had taken the dog to the 
>arns. The animal 
seemed 
to 


know where the Tindall horses 
usually were kept, because 
he 


went to that section of the barn. 


Despite the efforts of bystand- 


ers to keep him from the fire, 
Tindall ran into the barn after 
he dog, he never 
saw 
Mack 
again. 


Orphan. Annie was one of the 


torses which, once driven to safe- 
y, turned and ran back into the 
barn. She was driven out a sec- 
ond time but blinded and badly 
burned, she staggered a 
block 


away where 
she collapsed 
and
